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2e Mr. Houston and Mr. Pforzheimer discussed with Mr. Larkin and Mr. Headock, 
of the Office of Secretary of Defense, possible revisions of the Espionage Law. It 
was agreed that Mr. Larkin talk with Mr. Peyton Ford, The Assistant to the Attorney 
General, as to the present status of the Omnibus Bill to revise the Espionage Laws, 
and indicate the opposition of the National Military Establishment and CIA to certain 
of its provisions regarding amendments to Sec. 605 of the Federal Communications Act 
requiring the registration of all those who had received training in foreign intelli- 
gence and espionage systems.
